The Fruits Of Idleness 


To our ancestors, idleness was a positive evil. A- 
dults heard sloth condemned by the clergy. Children 
were warned that idle hands soon were in trouble. But 
much of the modern world believes that idleness is a 
positive good. People speak blandly of a “leisure soc- 
iety.” 

These changing attitudes come to mind in connec- 
tion with the plight of Great Britain, once the great 
bearer of Anglo-Saxon civilization and — in the 19th 
century — the richest country on earth. 

Anthony Lewis, writing in THE NEW YORK 
TIMES, recently cited the appalling gap in Great Bri- 
tain between that country’s objective condition and pub- 
lic attitudes. The British pound is slipping badly, the 
gold drain is alarming, and British ships have been tied 
up in a terrible work stoppage that has cost the British 
nation tremendous sums in badly needed foreign ex- 
Change. But the British people apparently haven't had 
their mind on such serious matters. They are more in- 
terested in new “mod” clothes and in the shortness of the 
new skirts. Gambling halls in London are exceptionally 
full. Visitors to London say t the British capital is 
the real "swinging" city of our times. The symbols of 
the new Britain af the socialist era are The Beatles and 
other noisy music-makers. 

One day soon there will be a terrible awakening 
for Great Britain, a nation that must trade to live, Every 
inflationary labor settlement will have to be paid for 
in the last analysis. "Swinging" Britain will discover 
that there isn't any gold in reserve, no money to pay 
for necessities — let alone luxuries. For the moment, 
the British are "living it up," but the day of reckoning 
cannot be put off forever. 

At this time, the Labor government of Britain 
hasn't the courage to tell the British people the truth 
or tg deal sternly with those who are wasting the na- 
tion's resources. 

It won't crack down on the unions, But political de- 
viousness won't solve long-range problems. A nation 
that gives itself over to frivolity and ignores the econ- 
omic realities has a bitter future. 

“Americans are properly concerned abbut the fri- 
volity and recklessness of Britain under the socialists. 
In World War П, people sang: “There will always be an 
England.” But one wonders now. 


How Inflation

I don't pretend to know anything about economics 
That is a subject I have been content to leave with the 
financiers, bankers, economist and politicians. 

I read articles and statements made by Washing- 
ton bigwigs about how well we are doing in this coun- 
try. Hos business is booming, how unemployment is at 
a minimum and then I take a dollar bill out of my 
pocket and wonder how much less it will buy and try 
to guess how much it is really worth, 

The cost of living rose two per cent last year and 
present indications are it will reach five per cent be- 
fore the end of this year, maybe more. 

I've been putting a few dollars away every so often 
in a savings account to serve in an emergency and it 
has been drawing interest of from three to four and 
one-half per cent. 

This rapid inflation has more than wiped out my 
interest but I still have to pay income tax on that in- 
terest since the government calls it profit. Of course, 
every dollar savings account itself is less five 
per cent and it looks like I was on an elevator going 
down. 

Economists tell us the way to stop. it is to quit 
spending more than we take in but Congress answers by 
appropriating more and more money, even more than 
the President asks for and brother can he ask? 

On a salary of $7,600 a year I would need a $380 
4а year increase in рау to make up for my loss from 
inflation, but if I get it I would be in a higher income 
bracket and would have to pay the government $72.20 
more a vear in taxes

think that it was 


mportant to balance 
the budget and reduce our national debt but we have 
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Americans, in looking at England’s insane waste- 
fulness, should be reminded of their own shortcomings. 
How long has it been since the leader of the Great 
Society told the American people that wealth comes 
through thrift instead of government spending? True, 
America has much greater wealth ‘than England. The 
U. S. can indulge in fiscal folly for a longer time than 
can the English. But folly catches up with the most 
affluent of nations. Economic laws operate with exact- 
ness in all types of economics. 

The Johnson administration, like the Wilson gov- 
ernment in England, has not had the courage to crack 
down on the unions that recklessly push up the wage 
spiral tc increase the cost of living. Mr. Johnson has 
insisted that the country can spend billions on the phony 
War on Poverty while fighting a real war in Asia. 

Recently, the White House sponsored a conference 
on “civil rights.” The document produced by the con- 
ference called for giant new federal spending programs 
to give what amounts to special privilege to one section 
of the population. If the conference recommendations 
for public spending were accepted, the taxpayers would 
have to hand out another $50 billion. Yet Mr. Johnson 
did not speak sternly to the conferees, no more than 
Prime Minister Wilson has spoken sternly to the de- 
mande British unions. 

Luxuries are nice, if a country can afford them. But 
the use of luxuries is rarely justified on a large scale. 
The world is such that real wealth rarely exceeds a 
nation’s necessities. The Bible says that man must earn 
his bread by the Sweat of his brow. Human experience 
confirms this assertion. A true leisure society seems to 
closer.now than in the past-While men may have shorter 
hours, today’s complex industrial society creates new 
costs that must be covered. 

Americans should take a searching look at the hor- 
rible example of socialist British and realize that they, 
too, are playing with fire when they attempt to live 
above their income. 

The gospel of hard wor kneeds to be heard again 
in the land. It is time that preachers again warn abodt 
the peril of sloth. Such teaching and preaching may seem 
Old-fashioned to some persons, but the hard facts of 
human existence undergird such instruction.

bigger the deficit and the more we spend, give away, 
or waste the better off we are. 

With the cost of the war in Viet Nam steadily in- 
creasing and the amount we are spending and plan to 
spend in the development of our great society, it is be- 
ginning to look like the recipients of this greats ex-- 
periment are going to wind up with more money and 
security than they ever dreamed of with pockets full 
of 10c dollars. 

If you really want to know what inflation is and 
how it works I suggest you secure a copy of the July 
Reader's Digest and read James Daniel's article en- 
titled “Why All This Inflation?” It explains that the 
rapid rise in prices over the past few months is plan- 
ned, not accidental and tells you how it happened. 

Unless something is done to stop it and fast we are 
all going to hurt and hurt bad. Here in Florida we have 
thousands of retirees who must live on fixed incomes 
and unless the few dollars they have available in in- 
come are stabilized they are going to be mighty hard 
pressed with the cost of everything going up like crazy 
balloons while their income remains the same. Read Mr, 
Daniel's article and write a letter to your Congressman,

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Over 5,000 4-H Club Members 
Will Enjoy Summer Camp Living 


(More than 5, 000 4-H Club 
boys and girls will spend a 
week at Florida’s five 4-H 
camps this summer. 

“One of the main objec- 
tives of 4-H camps is fun” 
says Gordon White, assist- 
ant state 4-H Club agent 
agent and camp coordina- 
tor, Florida Agricultural Ex 
tension Service. 

“Everything we» do at 
camp is in a recreational 
spirit,” White says. "Classes 
are informal. Cook-outs are 
big at camp. Campfire pro- 
grams, Indian pageants, 
pow-wows, sing-andíplay 
games — all these are popu- 
lar,” White continues, 

Camping, White believes, 
teaches young people to as- 
sume responsibility. About 
one-half of the campers are 
‘away from home for the 
first time. 

“These young people are 
responsibile for themselves, 
their own conduct and ap- 
pearance, camp quarters & 
camp grounds. Really, they 
are breaking apron strings,” 
White points out. 

Older junior 4-H leaders 
help plan and carry out 
camp. These junior leaders 
teach young and older young 


What does camp do for 
the 4H members? 

“Tt teaches them to “get 
along with people. To give 
and take, It's fellowship, 
and at the same time it's 
teaching. Camp teaches 
them respect for property, 
for fellow campers, for them 
selves. It teaches them dis- 
cipline, It teaches young 
people how to enjoy them- 
selves. They learn what to 
do with their leisure time 
that will be to their ad- 
vantage,” White says. 

The most popular activ- 
ity at camp? Swimming:

Learn Summer 
Care Of Roses 


Summer's heat brings joy 
to rose growers. But dry 
weather retards cane and 
flower growth. 

According to a Pennsyl- 
vania State University cor- 
respondence course on rose 
gardening, roses need regu- 
lar watering. Soak the soil 
weekely in dry weather. 
Apply water directly to the 
soil, as with a soaker hose, 
but keep the foliage dry for 
disease control. 

Mulch rosebeds with such 
materials as peat moss, 
woód shavings, buckwheat 
or cocoa bean huls. Apply 
before hot, dry weather 
comes, Make the mulch 2 
to 4 inches deep and keep 
it pulled back from bases 
of plants. 

Remove faded flowers. Or 
else the plants expend their 
energy producing seeds rath 
er than more and better 
flowers, 

Feed the plants fertilizer 
after the first heavy flow- 
er bloom. Use'3 pounds of 
5-10-5 per 100 square feet. 
Scatter the fertilizer even- 
ly among the plants. 

Use chemical pesticides. 
Completely cover the plants 
A thin film of spray or dust 
must envelop the foliage, 
stems and branches, under- 
sides of leaves as well as 
tops. Apply as needed, week 
ly if insect or disease dam- 
age is seen.

"No state's agri- 
culture is more dependent 
upon programs of agricul- 
tural research and educa- 
tion than Florida," he said.

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So, the first step to take 
in preparing for a hurricane 
is to know what they are, 
how they act and how often 
they occur. 

A simple explanation of 
the dangerous tropical 
storms which occasionally 
lash Florida is that they 
are a lot of wind and water. 
This is probably good en- 
ough for the native Flori- 
dians who have weathered 
many big blows just as they 
have overcome mosquitoes 

and rattlesnakes. 

But hurricanes can be a 
threat to human life if pre- 
paration is not made before 
one strikes, says Keith But- 
son, state climatologist with 
the Florida Agricultural Ex 
periment Stations. Thanks 
to modern detection and 
tracking devices, the U. S. 
Weather Bureau сап pro- 
vide plenty of advance no- 
tice so Floridians can bat- 
ten down their hatches. 

Butson says hurricanes 
are born in the Caribbean 
Sea, the Gulf of Mexico, 
and the tropical North At- 
lantic Ocean, About 60 per- 
cent of them form during 
the next eight weeks, 

The ingredients neces- 
sary to concoct a tropical 
storm are either the intense 
heat of the sun or a low- 
pressure area known as an 
easterly wave. 

In the former, the sun's 
heat energy is converted in- 
to rotating winds, spinning 
in a counter-clockwise dir- 
ection. At the center of this 
whirling devish is the “eye” 
an area of calm 5 to 25 miles 
in diameter. 

A squally easterly wave 
can develop into a storm if 
conditions are right, and 
will build up wind velocity 
as it intensifies. 

A tropical tempest offi- 
cially reaches hurricane sta- 
tus when its sustained wind 
speed is 75 miles an hour. 
Winds of 90 to 100 miles an 
hour are fairly common in 
mature hurricanes, says But 
son, 

Although such extreme 
velocities are rare, the high- 
est recorded hurricane wind 
was 186 miles an hour, not- 
ed in New England in 1938. 

Generally, heavy rainfall 
accompanies a hurricane. 
The average amount varies 
from 5 to 10 inches, but 
rates in excess of 20 inches 
over a 24-hour period have 
been observed. The “Cedar 
Key” hurricane of Septem- 
ber, 1950, poured nearly 39 
inches of rain'in a day and 
night on Yankeetown, a 
community located on Flor- 
ida's Gulf Coast. 

The coastal inland from 
Yankeetown to Tampa was 
flooded for several weeks. 
This was the greatest 24- 
hour rainfall on a small area 
ever known in the U. S.

from 3 to 10 feet above nor- 
mal In some cases, tides 
may rise even higher and 
flood low-lying inland areas. 

The climatologist reminds 
us that hurricanes can co- 
ver a large region, Rough- 
ly circular in shape, the 
storms may generate dan- 
gerous squalls .250 miles 
from the center. Winds in 
these squalls can be very 
destructive. 

A hurricane has two 
types of motion. 

One of-the rapid rotation 
around the center where 
strongest winds blow. The 
other is the forward motion 
of the entire body, which 
ranges from about 5 to 15 
miles an hour. The combin-

ation of the two will usual- 


ly produce the strongest 
winds in the storm's for- 
ward right quadrant. The 
weakest winds are usually 
found directly opposite this 
zone. 

Hurricanes initially move 
on a west to northeast cour- 
se from their birthplace in 
the tropical seas north of 
the equator. In this area of 
tne world, their direction is 
toward North America. Fre- 
quently, they veer north- 
eastward before battering 
any land mass. If this cur- 
vature is delayed or deflect- 
ed by a high pressure area, 
the hurricane may roll in- 
land along the U. S. east- 
ern seaboard or Gulf Coast.

Florida Tax 
Assessors To 
Get Word 


The day of decision will 
arrive today in Tallahassee 
for Florida's tax assessors 
as they are meeting with 
Comptroller Fred O. Dick- 
inson, Jr., to hear what ac- 
tion he will take if they do 
not comply with the 100% 
uniform valuation of pro- 
perty. 

The Florida Supreme 
Court has ruled that all ad 
Valorem property must be 
assessed at 100% and in a 
uniform manner. They have 
placed the duty for enforc- 
ing this in the Comptroller's 
office. 

The Court has also said 
that the Comptroller is to 
recommend to the Gover- 
nor that any Assessor not 
complying be removed from 
office. At present the only 
state wide standards for 
guidance are the  assess- 
ments by the Florida Rail- 
road Assessment Board. 

Under this Boards assess- 
ment only eight Florida, 
counties are at the 100% le- 
vel. These are Palm Beach, 
Orange, Hendry, Union, 
Alachua, Baker, Bradford, 
and Duval. The rest range
